Recall 


e CARS—American Motors 
Corp (AMC) has notified Esther 
Peterson, Special Assistant to the 
President for Consumer Affairs, and 
certain Gremlin car owners that it is 
recalling 3,000 4-cylinder 1977 Grem- 
lins because some of the cars may 
have improper accelerator cables. 
A cable could stick when the ac- 
celerator pedal is fully depressed to 
the floor, and the engine would con- 
tinue to operate at a fast speed even 
if the driver lets up on the pedal. 
This could occur without prior warn- 
ing and could result in a crash. 


What to do: Have your car in- 
spected by an AMC dealer as soon as 
possible, and if you have an improper 
cable, the dealer will install a correct 
replacement without charge. In the 
meantime, do not press accelerator 
pedal to the floor until AMC dealer 
inspects and/or repairs the car. If the 
pedal sticks while driving, turn igni- 
tion key off immediately and guide 
car to the side of the road—and do 
not drive the car until it has been re- 
paired. If you are unable to have 
your car repaired without charge or 
have other difficulties, call NHTSA’s 
toll-free hotline (800-424-9393). 
Residents in Alaska, Hawaii and 
Washington, DC can call the hotline 
by dialing 202-426-0123 and paying 
for the call themselves. 

The cars are being recalled in ac- 
cordance with NHTSA’s regulations. 
Special notifications of tire recalls 
and car defects are a joint effort by 
Office of Consumer Affairs (OCA) 
and NHTSA to reach more car 
owners—especially used car owners 
[CONSUMER NEWS: April 1, 1975]. 


Warning: Baseball bats 


King Athletic Goods of Fairfield, 
NJ, in cooperation with Consumer 
Product Safety Commission (CPSC) 
is offering a kit to repair a possible 
defect on the “King Sport” aluminum 
baseball bat. 

CPSC reports indicate that the 
rubber grips on these aluminum bats 
can become loose, worn, torn or 
otherwise damaged. According to 
CPSC, this creates a risk of injury 
because a bat in use may separate 
from a deteriorated grip and be pro- 
pelled through the air, possibly strik- 
ing someone. To prevent this, King 
Athletic is offering the repair kit free 
of charge. Only bats sold under the 
trade name of “King Sport” are sub- 
ject to this repair. 

Owners of such bats are asked to 
write to King Athletic Goods, 277 
Fairfield Road, Fairfield, NJ, giving 
the model number, length and color of 
bat, dealer’s name and address and 
the approximate date of purchase. 

The appropriate repair kit will be 
sent to consumers as soon as possible.

Tris 

On June 23, a Federal judge said Consumer Product Safety Commis- 
sion (CPSC) had acted illegally when it imposed its April 8 ban on the use of 
the flame-retardant Tris in children’s sleepwear. (National Cancer Institute 
study showed that Tris caused cancer in test animals.) 

The ruling is the result of a lawsuit brought by Springs Mills, a manufac- 
turer of children’s clothing. The company maintained that CPSC did not hold 
requested public hearings on the matter, and the judge said such hearings 
were required by law. 

The judge’s decision means that Tris is no longer banned, and stores do 
not have to refund to consumers the purchase price of unwashed Tris-treated 
garments. At CONSUMER NEws’ presstime, CPSC was expected to appeal 
the ruling, because it said its action in banning the chemical was legal. How- 
ever, if CPSC does not appeal, the Environmentai Defense Fund, a non- 
profit, public interest organization which petitioned CPSC to ban Tris in the 


first place, said it would ask that the ruling be delayed until the Fund can 
prepare an appeal. 


Chevrolet engines—an update 


Since CONSUMER NEWS’ report (June 1) on alleged substitutions of 
Chevrolet engines in certain 1977 General Motors (GM) Oldsmobiles, we 
have learned that other GM cars (Buicks and Pontiacs) may also have Chev- 
rolet engines substituted. 

At the annual meeting of the National Association of Attorneys General 
the Consumer Protection Committee met and discussed lawsuits against GM 
for the alleged substitutions. Those in attendance agreed that GM’s settle- 
ment offer of 8¢ per mile for those who turned in their cars was unaccept- 
able, and the committee plans future meetings to discuss what would be ac- 
ceptable. 

Consumers who may be affected should call their state’s Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office to find out if their state has brought suit against GM. Federal 
Trade Commission (FTC) in Cleveland, OH (216-522-4207) is continuing its 
investigation and welcomes reports from consumers who are having 
problems.
